SUGGESTIONS FROM THE FAMOUS FIGHTERS OF TO-DAY. 





Old Styles Which Have Been Superseded---Champions All Have Their Own 
Peculiarities---Fitzsimmons. Talks About Ring Tricks. 


(Series No. 9.) 
(WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE POLICE GAZETTE.) 


There are probably hundreds of tricks of the ring by 
the use ofsome of which unscrupulous fighters may 
often turn the tide of the battle; and there are other 
tricks which may be used to advantage by honest and 
square boxers. This latter class of tricks uf cleverness,

however, ure not pronibited by any of the rules of spar- 
ring contests, and so can be practiced with impunity by 
those who know and are disposed to take advantage of 
them, Ifa tighter or boxer of the sclwol of thirty or 
forty years ago were present at a contest between two 
clever boxers of the present day he could readily per- 
ceive aud easily describe all of the little tricks of gen- 
eralship and cleverness which they would practice, 
says Bob Fitzsimmons, Toa boxer of the present day, 
however, this task becomes more difficult, 18 so many 
of these little tricks have become incorporated Into the 
ordinary rales for boxing that it is hard to pick out 
what is new and has not been touched upon by writers 
ot sporting matters, I[confessthat I am a trifle con- 
fused wien I think of this, and, besides, there are 
many points which may be turned to advantage by a 
boxer ina contest which it would be well-nigh impos- 
sible tomlescribe. 

However, I shall start off first with 8 »ne of the tricks 
of unscrupulous pugilisis, and, after that, will tell of 
some us d by honest boxers. 

When « contest is fora large amount of money there 
is great temptation tosomeof those who have money at 
stake to try and give their favorite the advantage in 
some way. Often thisis done by tampering with the 
gloves, A boxer cannot be too careful in regard to 
this, and both he and his secouds should keep an eyeson 
the Opponent’s corner to see that vothing 1s done to the 
gloves. Oneofthe commonest methods of tampering 
with gloves iswhat is kuown as ‘wringing”™ them. 
This is done by working all of the hair away from the 
centre and into the fingers and back of the gloves, ‘Tiiis 
leaves it so that when the hand is closed there is very 
little hair covering the hitting portion of the band. If 
the gloves are four-ounce ones, and are well ‘‘wrung,”’ 
there will not be as much hair covering the knuckles 
us there would ordinarily be in two-ounce gloves. Con- 
sequently the blows delivered, not being cushioned, 
will do more damage. 

I don’t know, however, that there Is such a great 
advantage in “wringing” gloves as some boxers think, 
for the less covering there is on the the more 
danger there isof breaking it; and then, again, while a 
bare fist or skin gloves will cut when they hit, the blow 
is not really so bad as that from a big glove, which 
bruises the flesh, covers a larger surface and jars the 
whole body so that the effect may be felt for several 
days after. Besides this a man with big gloves lets go 
bis blows with a great deal more force and counfideuce 
than he would if he were fighting with small ones, as 
he knows there is not really so much danger of break- 
ing his hand, 

Another way of tampering with the glovesis to have 
something hard inside of them, I have known of a 
fellow fought with a heavy seal ing on 
his fluger inside of his left glove. He kept jabbing 
away with his left and did much more execution than 
he woutd have done otherwise.

Perhaps the easiest as well as the most dangerous 
method of tampering with the gloves is by placing 
some sort of drug upon them, which when paced 
against either the eyes or nostrils of the other man wil! 
affect him badly, either deadening him or biloding him 
for a momeut or two, when the man with the drugged 
gloves would have time and opportanity to ether 
knock his man outorgalna lead which it would be 
next to impossible for the drugged man to overcome. 
Some who read this may smile and say this method of 
tampering with the gloves would be next to impossible 
in its accomplishment without being observed by some 
one. If one is disposed to be unfair, however, it is very 
easy to do, aswhen the principal is in his corner and 
his seconds are working on him it would be possible for 
the second to pour the couteuts, ora portion of it, of a 
half-ounce vial upon the pugilist’s side or thigh. Then 
what would be more natural than for the man to rub 
or scratch his side or thigh with the end of his glove. 
Then at infighting it would he the easiest thing In the 
world fora man to hold the glove with the drug on it 
for a moment to his opponent’s nose or eyes und the 
thingis dove. A man who has put the drug on his 
glove, however, wants to be very careful notto rub his 
own eyes or his nose with the same giove or all his well 
laid plans for cheating the other mau out of the fight 
would fail hopelessly. 

Iam not going to tell the names of the drugs which 
can und have been used for this purpose, and there are 
several of them, for it is just us well if you doww't know 
them that you should ‘remain in ignorance, as you 
would never want to use them anyway, while this 
article might chance to meet the eye of some one who 
would be unfair enough to try thetrick. In order to 
block this scheming trick it is always well for a second 


the principal comes to his corner ina duzed condition a 
couple of good smells of the ammonia will freshen bim 
upand counteract the effect of any drug which he 
might have inhaled. 

Otten fighters have been known to wear spiked shoes 
into a ring and have used these murderous weapons to 
helpthem win a fight, ‘This especialiy in London 
prize ring rules where wrestling is allowed, I reading 
over something about Dempsey’s record I see that in 
his fight with Johnny Reagan the latter wore spiked 
shoes, and I cite this as an instance where spikes were 
used, whether intentionally or not I can’t say. I hardly 
think, from Rea‘;an’s reputation as a pugilist, that the 
spiking was intentional, and as I did not sée the mill I 
cannot of course pass judgment. However that muy be 


from the account I should judge that Dempsey was 
badly spiked about the legs and was quite faint from 
loss of blood, but for all that he did not lose the fight. 
Here 1s another little unfair trick which I lave seen 
practiced by a certain pugilist and which escaped the

immediately excused himself. Unlike him, however, 
there are pugilista who strike the blow intentionally 
every time they get a chance, and then say it was acci- 
dent. 

Then there are many tricks which can be done with 
the elbow or knee. Of course, they are fouls and should 
be claimed by the man upon whom they are practiced. 
Nevertheless, unscropulous pugilists often use their 
elbow when clinched, placing it against their oppouveit’s 
throat and forcing his head back, or Iu the pit of his 
stomach and pressing it with all theie atrength right at 
the polut where it will do the most damage to their 
antagonist’s wind. It is at clone quartera aise that the 
knee is used, and a blow from it olten passes elither 
unobserved by most of the outsiders and the referee, or 
is done so adroitly that it looks as it it were jan acci- 
dent, 

Every one knows thata butt with the head is a foul, 
aud yet I have seen this also doneso neatly by a foul 
fighter that the fight went on without the referee even 
cautioning the man; and Inthe figit I reter to it was 
this one butt more than anything else which caused the 
man to win his fight. Back-heeling Is.alsoa foul, and 
amanshould be very careful when breaking away 
from his opponent that he is not cleverly back-heeled 
ina manner which will make It look like an accident, 
and thrown heavily to the floor, Most rings are pliched 
on board floors, and I have known a man to be knocked 
cut by buck-heeling and having his head strike éhe 
timber.

rules is when wrestling withan opponent to make ita 
point to fall heavily on top of him, crushing the wind 
out of him as much as possible. Then some tricky 
fighters, when they feel tired amd want to gain time 
and wind, will fall down when only the faintest sus- 
picion of a blow is struck, and sometimes without being 
struck ataull, thereby belug enabled to take their ten 
seconds on the floor and get just a8 much rest,

Nash Sanctions the Adjournment of the Supreme Court to 
Block an Appeal, and Has the State Militia in Readiness, 





FINISH OF GEORGE DIXON'S FISTIC CAREER POINTS A MORAL 





Fistic Exponent Got Time to Think---’Frisco’s Welcome to Kennedy---When a 
Fight Built a Church---Gossip. 





“Under the evidence before me a glove 
contest has the aspect of a prize fight.”--- 
JUDGE HOLLISTER. 


Rather an ominous utterance to emanate from the 
lips of a learned gentieman upon whom the duty has 
devolved of determining whether an injunction against 
the Jeffries-Rablin contest in Cinclinati shall be issued 
or not, At the time of writing this the matter has not 
been definitely determined, but everything points to 
the probability that the courts will not take a favorable 
view of the matter and the fighters will be forced to go 
elsewhere in search ofa battleground. Even if the 
evidence yet to be brouglit forward is ofa nature to 
justity Judge Hollister in denying the application for 
an injanction and It is decided to appeal to the Supreme 
Court, the fight promoters will find their efforts there 
blocked by Gov. Nush, who has been instrumental in 
having the Supreme Court of the State adjourn until 
four days after the date selected for the proposed bout, 
Gov. Nash has also arranged for au appropriation of 
$50,000 w be used in defraying the expenses of sev- 
eral regimeuts of militia which be intends to press Into 
service ifauy attempt is made to hold the fight In op- 
position to legal authority. 

‘That in brief is the situation as it exists to-day, and 
nobody can say that the prospects are particularly 
bright for holding the fight. While the promoters of 
the contest have done everything in their power to hold 
the boxing contest peaceably and lawfully, they do not 
propose to resort t anything to the contrary if the con- 
test shall not be allowed, Some reports have been cir- 
culated that there would be more excitement over the 
meeting of the State and municipal authorities than 
over the boxing contest, but evidently there is no 
ground for such apprehension. 

There has been considerable talk about postponing 
the contest, If Judge Hollister shall allow the injunc- 
tion, the defendants will appeal at once to the Circuit 
Court, and if they lose in that intermediate court they 
will carry the case to the Supreme Court, If this 
course is pursued the contest may be postponed from 
one to two weeks, The promoters do not want to post- 
pone the date any longer than possible owing to other 
engagements, 

Even it everything is most favorable a postponement 
seems inevitable, for the necessity of a large attendance 
willurge the promoters to do everything in their 
power toget the sporting men from New York and 
other remote places to the ring side. Asitis now the 
attendance has been killed by the legul fight and the 
existing doubts and fears about the contest: taking 
place: The Saengerfest people sre not in the fight 
promoting business for their health, and it is obvious 
that if they hold the fight at all it will be under the 
most favorable auspices for making up the $40,000 
deficit In the treasury for which the affair was origiially 
planned. _ 

“That's a tough graft for Dixon,’ said the 
office boy the other day as he stood at my elbow, read- 
ing the account ofthe bout in Baltimore between the 
greatest little pugilist of his thne,and Harry Lyons, 
The affair had all the earmarks'‘of having been prear- 
ranged, simply because Dixon, who has not been him- 
self of late, and in no condition to do any fighting, was 
hardly a match in physical shape for a strong, capable 
lad like Lyons. At the lowest calculation Dixon has 
been In the ring 800 times, His fights and his vaude- 
ville ventures on the road have probably netted him 
$300,000. Always a liberal spender his dissipation 
tore great holes in his bank rollfand finally he blew the 
whole bundle and the finish of his real fighting career 
found him dead broke. Sincere efforts on the part of 
his friends to put him upon his feet again proved fruit- 
less, and now In his declining years he finds himself 
compelled to box fora mere pittance, Surely Dixon’s 
experience poluts a moral.

FINISH FIGHT 


IN YOUNG JACKSON’S FAVOR 


IN THE OLD STYLE 


Governors of THO States Try to 
Stop It and Fail. 


SPECTATORS HAVE TROUBLE 


Eddie Croake Knocked Out in the Twetfth 
Round of a Lively Mill. 














The prospect of witnessing an old-time prize fight to 
a finish interested about 400 Chicago sports on Feb. 4, 
and their expectations were fully realized, bat not until 
the power of two State governors had been defied for 
several hours, chased by sherifis and threatened with. 
the militia. The affair,which was between Young 
Peter Jackson of Ban Francisco and Eddie Croake of 
Clinton, la., was finally pulled off at Gilbert, Ill., about 
daybreak and resulted in Jackson kuvocking Croake 
out in the twelfth round. 

Those who were “in the know” had gathered at Bel- 
videre, where the bout was advertised to take place, but 
Governor Yates telegraphed the sheriff of the county 
not to permit the fight. It was then decided to-cress 
the line to Wisconsin and fight in that State, but Gov- 
ervor La Follette wired the officials of the Northwest- 
ern railway that they would be held responsible as 
abettorsif they brought the train into Wisconsin tor 
the purpose of having a fight decided there and this 
plin was killed. : 

Along about daybreak the train pulled into Gilbert, a 
small station twenty-eight miles from Belvidere, where 
the opera house, as the only hall in the village is desig- 
nated, was unlocked and heated. Inashorttimea 
ring bad been consiructed and the men prepared for 
battle. 

The betting was 2 to 1 on Croake before the fight, but 
at the beginning of thesixth round it had shifted to 2 
tol on Jackson, ‘The fight was oue of the flercest seen 
in that State for some time, Cronke pul up a game 
fight for the first half dozen rounds, but the superior 
skill and hitting power of Jackson began to tell by that 
time and soon it was but a question of the number of 
rounds, 

Croake was knocked down seven times and twice 
took the count of nine, but each time he fought back 
gamely and kept out of reach until the end of the 
round. By this means he stayed round after round, 
lasting until the last of the twelfth, when he was put 
out by a right uppercut on the jaw. 

Juckson went to the floor but once and then he 
slipped, Croake landing just as the colored man was 
falling. Ile wasupin an instant and showed that no 
harm had been done him, Geerge Siler was referee, 


OSHKOSH SPORTS HOLD FIGHTS. 


The Oshkosh (Wis,.) Athletic Club, which is composed 
ot 200 of the young business men of the city, has gone 
into the boxing business and gave its first series of 
bouts the other evening in which Joe Percente was 
given the decision over Hurry Spore, and the prelimi- 
nary contest between Juck Lewis and Otto Sieloff of 
Chicago was declared u draw by Refvree Jinimy Bardell. 

The match between Sieloff and Lewis was nothing to 
become very enthusiastic over. The club beingin its 
infancy and its members being unused to the ways of 
boxers, were well satisfied, however, and the occasional 
vigorous mixing up between the two strangers from 
Chicago was sufficient to please the spectators. [twas 
for eight rounds, They fought one arm free. Sieloft 
was the aggressor throughout and in the second round 
Lewis landed on Sieloft with sufficient force to knock 
him completely out of the ring to the floor. Sieloff was 
up and on the platform before the limit expired. Again 
in the third round he went tothe floor, this time inside 
the ropes. There was little advantage to either during 
the remainder of the contest, although Lewis could see 
out of but one eye when the referee called the bout a 
draw. 


RACE ACROSS THE ATLANTIC. 


Another Trang-Atiantic voyage in a miniature craft is 
on the tapis, and an element of novelty will be given to 
it in the form ofa race, in which a pretty young eigh- 
teen-year-old girl will be one of the participants. Some 
time agoa man named Howard Blackburn issued a 
challenge to race anyone across the Atlantic. An 
acceptance of this challenge has just bee: received. It 
reads: 

Having won distinction as a swimmer, Miss Albine 
Carpenter, of Nashua, N. H., is ambitious to become a 
Trans-Atlantic voyager. She has therefore signified 
her intention to accept the challenge of Howard Black- 
burn, of Gloucester, to race across the ocean ii cockle- 
shells, 

Blackburn’s boat, the Great Republic, is 25 feet long, 
7 feet beam, and 31, teet deep; but Miss Carpenter will 
sail in acanvas boat 11 feet long, now being built by 
Capt. A. C. Andrews, the ‘Lone Voyager,” who will 
act as skipper.

Jack Barnes Says it Will be the Sport 


After the War.

Carz Town, South Africa, Jun. 1.—Not having much to do I 
thought I could not do better than drop you a line and tell you how 
it happened. Last summer the Phosnix Club was organized in 
London by Englishmen who had resided iu Johannesburg and 
waiting to go back It is their intention to make this one of the’ 
biggest fighting clubs in the world.

A Slow, Uninteresting Struggle 
in the Frenchman's Favor.

ROEBER ALWAYS ON DEFENSE 


Neither Man Showed Real Championship 
Form and Spectators Were Bored. 


Gas 











& Ernest Roeber, the American champion Greco-Roman wrestler, 
and Paul Pons, a giant Gaul, who enjoys o similar distinction ia 
his own country, wrestled for an hour and seventeen minutes at 
Madison Square Garden on February 6 without either gaining « 
fall. The affair atirncted cousiderabie atiention and according te 
& very conservative caloulation 1,000 people were tu the vast 
amphitheatre to witness the struggle. They were wildly entha- 
siastic for something to happen, but instead of wiluessing « tussic 
calculated to excite them to applaud they saw iwo lumbering giants, 
so big that they were almost in thelr own way, squirming, wrig- 
gling, pulling and tugging at each other in what might be called an 
effort te show how really unscientific they could be, The only 
evident interest the affair had for the spectators was when the two 
meu shouldered each other and barely escaped coming to blows, 

No decision was rendered because the police authorities refused (o 
allow the bout to proceed after midnight, and as vo fall had been 
gained Mr, White had no other alieroative than to leave the ques- 
tion of supremacy open for settiement at some other time, The 
agreement that no decision would be rendered unless a fall was 
gaiued was a rank injustice to the Frenchman, for scoording to all 
known rules of wrestling ho should have been awarded the honors 
vy reason of his having done the greater amount of work aud 
evinoed more of a disposition to wrestle thau his opponent, Roeber, 
who contented himself with kueeilug on the mat cleaily on the 
defensive all the time to offeet Pons’ efforts to ‘flop’ him, The 
mateh was at Greco-Roman style, no hold barred, beat two out of 
three falla, both shoulders on ine mat, 

The testes it ted showed that the Frenchman was as 
powerful as his fame abroad warrauted. He was as deliberate as 
ever, and had he been quick his work against the supple Roeber 
might have been more effective. Roeber’s husky form withstood the 
Freoobman’s most desperate efforts. 

The American champion doubled himself loto a knot aod buried 
his head, set-on the shortest and thickest of necks, iu the canvas, 
Try ashe might Pous never could get his arm under for the 
strangle, or even for the hammer lock bold, 

Roeber put up a scientific defence, and his cleverness not only 
saved him, but three times enabled bim to get strangles ow his 
adversary that looked promising to his friends, On each occasion, 
however, Pons by bull strength broke the hold, aud lu a moment 
was on tup, tugging and dragging as before. 

The Frenvhman hed a huge advantage iu size, height and weight. 
Roeber had ouly 180 pounds aud five feet seven inobes in height to 
put againet his op; t's 288 pounds and six feet three inches. 

Alter Aunounoer Harvey had explained the conditions of the 
match the bout becau at 10:33, 

They sparred around for a hold for a couple of minutes, the 
Frevohman wary aud deliberate, Roeber quick and slippery and 
chowlug pleuty of skillin eluding his heavy antagonist. Roeber 
went to the floor with a waist bold, and after Pons bad pulled and 
tugged at him for five minutes be slipped out and had Pons on the 
mat. He got the strangie on his man, but the Frencbmau slipped 
through the hold like an eel. 

They worked on the floor for a few minutes longer, then Roeber 
jerked through and they Jockeyed for another hold from one side of 
the ring to the other, Pons reached out every now and theu, aud 
taking the Amerioan champion by the back of the neck shvok him 
like « terrier shaking a rat. There-was some rough work in this 
sparring around, aod Roeber looked at times as though he would 
retaliate with » swing on the Frenchman's jaw. Pons in his 
deliberateness seewed a bit careless, 

Twice Rueber caught a waist hold dh Pons, but the big man had 
no difficulty in tearing bis hands away. Finally, like « flash, 
Roeber twisted over aud took the strangle hold again, He bait 
turned bis man over and put him ‘a, and the crowd wason its 
feet cheering liko mad. Nut the Brenehman was too powerful. He 
broke the hold by a cupreme effort,/gud thy begau all over again. 

They moved iu and out along the edges of the mat, and the more 
the Frenchman twisted and shook Koeber’s neck the more enraged 
became the German. The match developed for the time belag tuto 
& pushing, shoving, shoulderiug contest, in which the big Parisian 
had much the betier of it. They were reeking with sweat, particu- 
larly Roeber, aud Pous found it a practical impossibility to get his 
hauds on the body of his sturdy opp t long eh to pat him 
on the floor. Roeber bent low down. and kept his short, thick ncok 
well protected with his furearm, aud when he was in danger he 
dodged around the ring. 

After twenty minutes of this hustiiug Pons went to the mat. 
Rueber watched him cisely, and it was evident all the German was 
waiting for was another chance to get bis arm around the French- 
man’s head, For the third time he succeeded in doing this, aud be 
held it longer than on the other two oocasions, bat for the third time 
Pons broke away at the critical moment. 

There wasn’t much doing the next twenty minutes. Both plainly 
were tired, and Pous was glai to get on his knecs on the mat. He 
dropped heavily, and almost instantly Reeber took a half-hammer 
lock. He failed to turu his man, however, and the hour ended with 
both meu gasping for breath, holding outo each other. 

After an iuterval of ten wivuies they resumed the struggle. They 
wrestled about fifteen minutes when Pollee Inspect Thomp 
stepped to the ringside and ordered the men to cease the struggle. 
Pous had all the best of the match but failed to gain a fall. 

In the preliminaries Charlies Leonhardt of Newark, N, J., vs. 
Albert Kramer of New York. Leowhardt scored first fall in 2 
minutes 10 secouds. Leonhardt got second fall in 5 minutes 45 
secouds and bout.
